It is understood that he has 
asked to be relieved from active ser­ 
vice us soon as the first national army 
is completed. 
Colonel Hutchins, who is a diamond 
merchant in Philadelphia, has asked 
to he relieved at the earliest possible 
moment. 
With the retirement of the 
two officers, the work at draft head­ 
quarters will fall entirely upon the 
shoulders of W. G. Murdock, who has 
been designated by the Governor as 
disbursing officer. 
Mr. Murdock has taken a large part 
in conducting the work at the State 
headquarters and is thoroughly con­ 
versant with the duties of the office 
hut no official change 
hus yet been 
made and Colonel Sweeney w ill remain 
in charge for the present, at least.

They gave their 
names as Max Daniels, eleven years 
old; Lester Daniel*, eight years old, 
and Cgrl Daniels, five years old, and 
stated that their father was still liv­ 
ing, hut their.mother was dead.

boys were placed temporarily in the 
house of detention, but later turned 
over to the custody of a woman who 
was sent from the protectory to take 
them back.

The 
agents 
are instructed that the advance speci­ 
fied in this paragraph are to he ap­ 
plied as directed, 
and to the result 
to add the 
general increase 
of IO 
per cent. 
The secretary of the association 
has issued 
a 
statement 
concerning 
why the cost of underwriting necessi­ 
tates much larger premium returns. 
It is a* follows: 
“The tax on premiums is material 
and cost of postage has been increas­ 
ed 50 per cent. All traveling cost* are 
advanced. 
Printed matter and all of­ 
fice and agency supplies show an 
average increase of 50 per cent. 
The 
direct cost of clerical help is material­ 
ly higher, to say nothing of the cost 
of maintaining at the colors, many 
employes on a basis of the difference 
between their normal salaries and the 
compensation allowed by the govern­ 
ment. 
The one per cent tax in lieu 
of the stamp tax will equal on the 
‘net retained lines of companies a tax 
of $1210. 
This 
item 
alone absorbs 
nearly one-third of 
the average un­ 
derwriting profits for the 
last 
ten 
years. Lurge losses of incendiary ori­ 
gin are occurring with greater 
fre­ 
quency and have played an important 
part in producing an increase o f $30,- 
000,000 for the first ten months 
of 
1917, us compared with the same per­ 
iod of 1910. 
The partial losses and 
the 
cost of replacement 
following 
the heavy advances in materials have 
caused a drain upon profits out of 
all proportion to the former tax 
for 
tires of the ordinary run.” 
One of the hopes Gettysburg held, 
after the purchase 
of the 
motor- 
driven fire apparatus, was that this 
added protection would mean a reduc­ 
tion in insurance rate* here. 
Such 
reduction has not come and, appar­ 
ently, need not be expected, epecial- 
ly in view of 
th# 
announced 
new 
schedule of rates. 
A local insurance 
agent discussing this said: 
“The schedule of rates is based on 
a town having adequate tire fighting 
facilities. 
If it does not have such 
facilities, 
and later acquires 
them, 
there is no 
reason 
why 
the 
rates 
should come down 
for the town is 
simply coming up to the standard to 
which the insurance companies believ­ 
ed it had attained before the risks 
were taken.” 
It is explained that the advances de­ 
term ined upon do not aff ect insurance 
now in force, but will affect nil re- 
newals and new insurance.

of orchard* having 300 
or 
over trees of one kind. 
This will he 
done in an effort to give encourage­ 
ment and publicity to this industry 
in Pennsylvania. 
The Adams County growers who re­ 
ceived the communications are asked 
to forward the names and addresses 
of 
any 
of their 
neighbors or 
ac­ 
quaintances who have orchards of the 
size mentioned. 
Among the data ask­ 
ed is 
the number of apple trees 
of 
hearing age and the number of apple 
trees 
not of bearing age. 
The same 
is asked concerning peach trees. 
If 
the orchardist 
owns more 
than 300 
pear, plum or cherry trees lie is asked 
to report these also. 
The letters, 
which are 
signed by 
L. IL Wible, 
state statistician, 
are 
similar. They are us follow*: 
“The growing of fruit in this state 
has nude great advance* during the 
past decade and in order to give en 
courage rn en t and publicity to this im­ 
portant industry as well as to bring 
orchardists in touch with prospective 
buyer* of fruit, it is proposed by the 
bureau of statistics, department of 
agriculture, to compile tx bulletin list­ 
ing the owners 
of orchards with the 
post office address 
of each, having 
300 or over trees of one kind. 
That 
is 300 apple or 300 
peach, etc, 
If 
your 
orchard belongs to this 
class, 
please fill out the blunks below and re­ 
turn 
to this office at your 
earliest 
convenience. Please give us the names 
and 
post office 
address of any 
of 
your neighbors that have the number 
of trees mentioned in order that we 
may mail them blanks. 
If you have

Adams County growers do not re­ 
gard this plan m s a “ war time" mea­ 
sure for they have

quently 
in the past to supply

It is evidently for statistical 
and marketing purpose*, but, what­ 
ever the use 
is to be, it will require 
replies from scores of Adams County 
orchardists who have mere than 300 
trees of a single variety.

and a helmet very much like a foot 
Irnll headgear 
and a pair of goggle* 
and put these on and I was ready. 
I 
might say here that the leather coats 
cost $75 and, if a boy becomes a flyer, 
he is given one of these coats. 
We got into the machine and then 
they cranked it. 
The cranking is far 
different from an automobile as it is 
cranked by the 
propel lor which is at 
front of the machine. Thgn we tested 
it on 
the ground 
and then 
started 
across the large flying'- field. 
When we first 
left the ground a 
rather 
strange sensation 
was felt, 
We flew around 
in a circle, making 
three circles of about one mile radius 
and then, by looking at the gauge, we 
found we were 2300 feet in the air. 
Then we made a spiral 
in which we 
dropped OOO feet and, just as we ended 
the spiral and started level again. I 
felt 
the sensation 
of failing. 
You 
could not fall out of the aeroplane as 
you are strapped in for safety. Then 
we descended 
by circling and 
came 
down. 
I was up in the air seventeen 
minutes. I was only sorry that it wa* 
so short. 
We flew at the rate 
of 90 
miles un hour. 
Now you often hear of sensations 
of autoing but they are only as candles 
beside a searchlight when compared 
to neropluning, It surpasses all imagi­ 
nation and is 
the finest ride I ever 
have had. 
You can only imagine how 
the country looks and also the camp 
hut when in the air you can look down 
and see 
things as they are. 
I cer­ 
tainly would never refuse a ride in an 
aeroplane. 
Just as I came out of the aeroplane 
I received Official orders to leave hero 
Tuesday, Nov. 20th. for the School of 
Military Aeronautics, University 
of 
California, located 
at Berkeley, Cali­ 
fornia, where I will study to he a flyer 
and, if I pass through the school I 
will be commissioned as first lieuten­ 
ant which ail aviators will get. 
I cer­ 
tainly wus glad to go to learn to fly. 
Many of you have heard of Kelly 
Field hut few of you know* what it is 
or what is going 
on here. 
When I 
came here August (5th there were 22 
aeroplanes and 
about IOO building* 
including barracks, 
aeroplane shed* 
called hangars, 
and supply 
houses. 
During the last three 
months Kelly 
Field 
has grown to have over 
300 
buildings of importance and now more 
than 135 aeroplanes are here. 
I have helped, as all the boys who 
have been here the last three months 
have, to build and make this field and 
now it i' so large that it is divided in­ 
to Kelly Field No. I and No. 2. 
Still you ask what is Kelly Field? 
It 
is the largest flying 
field in the 
United States 
and at present more 
than IOO boys are learning to fly here. 
There is also at Kelly Field the only' 
Aviation 
ground 
officers 
reserve 
school which now has more than 500 
students learning to handle the part* 
of an aeroplane, not to fly, hut to las 
supply men. 


On 
September 
30th 
the 
largest 
parade review ever held in the United 
Stutes of Aviation men was held and 
included over 12,000 men. On October 
24th Kelly 
Field had a liberty 
loan 
rally and the 19,000 men here sub­ 
scribed to $803,750 in bonds w hich wa* 
the 
largest amount of any 
camp 
where United States troops are now 
training. 
These are only a few of the 
great things which have made Kelly 
Field what it is to-day. 
I could write a much longer account 
but believe this will be sufficient for 
now. I will write a letter from Berke­ 
ley, California, telling of the trip there 
and please send my puper to my new 
address.

raine, 
m ight communicate to 
their 
families m ilitary or other useful in­ 
formation, and th a t this in turn might 
be communicated by the inhabitants of 
the two provinces to the French across 
the border. 
All letters from G erm an soldiers of 
Alsatian or Lorraine origin m ust now 
pass through a newly created office a t 
Stuttgart!!. 
There 
governm ent em ­ 
ployes make extracts 
of the letters, 
and it is these extracts that the fam ­ 
ilies of the soldiers in Alsace-Lorraine 
eventually receive. The entire system 
is self-explained in the following “ex­
